Florence Nightingale was 
iilso an outstanding writer in the 
cause ot nursing. She did much to Ith 
prove the condition ot women; and in 
her work, she brought together valu- 
able statistics, Tho speaker made the 
well-known and beloved heroine live 
again f.or her audience, as she gave a 
comprehensive account of her life. 
History of Nursing 
The history ot nursing was dealt 
with and its developments and reac 
lions traced from Pagan times up 
through the ages to our own day. Dr. 
Abbott dwelt on the forces which 
tended to Improve conditions, begin- 
ning with the establishment «t the 
orders of Deaconnessea, and Vit gins. 
With the advent of Christianity, a 
new Idea was established, and people

Copper Is tho chief Ingredient of 
bronze. It Is ted Into tho electrical 
furnaces mostly In tho form ot old 
eloiilrlcnl wires, which are always 
made ot very pure copper. Tho other 
iiigrodlonts, tin, zinc, lead and sorae- 
t lines manganese, are added in tho 
pro\iorllons to glvo an alloy idapt- 
ablo to the particular uso to which It 
is to bo put. There are three furn- 
ncoH, each .having a capacty of over 
ono ton, heated by an elcctrlQ arc 
between carbon electrodes. '

OUR attention has been drawn to the fact

On the face of it, no objection may be 
' seen as the general assumption is that col- 
lego orchestras would be used if .^suitable 
rates were obtainable and the standard of 
I music Avere sufficientl<îiigh. However, this 
'""has not worked out in practice. We are for- 
tunate in having talent within the Univer- 
sity which is equal to any other outside. 
And we ai-e safe in assuming that financial 
arrangements would be equally if not more 
• satasfactorj* than those made with pro- 
fessional bands which have little connec- 
tion -with the University at the present 
time, 

-Finally, it should be remembered tlîat 
college musicians are expected to swell the 
ranks of the University Band to proAide 
items for the programmes of the concerts 
organised by the Musical Association, and 
above all to undertake the aruous duties 
associated Avith the orchestra» so essential 
to the success of a Red and AMiite ReA'ue. 
Time and effort are given without recom- 
pense. The A'ery least the student body can 
do in return for such valuable serA-ices is 
to offer these musicians those engagements 
that are remuneriativè instead of.iseeldDg' 
-jutside professional talent chiefly because 
of its advertising value.

The eye .signals tho brain of this 
Change in relation to the stationary objects and 
we think we have seen motion. 

Besides this physical habit of the eye, there Is 
another important factor: tho psychological factor. 
AVc are all accustomed to the gait of a.Jiorse, to 
tho motion of a, man walking, and the instant we 
SCO a picture" of them, wc are prepared for their 
characteristic motion. Thus in addition to the per- 
sistence of vision due to the retinal after-image, 
there is also, perhap.s, a persistence oC optical 
imagination. 

AVe have 'seen that the ratio of time during 
which we actually^ see what happened before tho 
camera, to the time that all those events were 
happening before the camera. Is indeed a very 
small quantity. Due to a recent development this 
quantity has been made even smaller. Pictures 
used to flicker too much. To reduce this flicker it 
Is necessary to', reduce the tltne. lengths ot light and 
dark upon the screen. For some time no economical 
v.'ay could be thought of, uiilll .somebody remem- 
bered his college physics courso on light, and did 
^n amazing thing — ama,zlng because ot its sim- 
plicity. 

AVhllo each snap'shot was actually on the screen 
he Caused a shield to he drawn qulcltly across the 
front of the projector, throwing still another series 
of duik .siiotM on the screen.
